Junblatt to quit

The news that Mr. Junblatt was 
stepping down was given earlier 
this week by a Kuwaiti newspa- 
per. Today's Lebanese press said 
that Mr. Junblatt confirmed the 
report yesterday to a group of 
Lebanese journalists. 

He also confirmed that he would 
be giving up his seat in the Cha- 
mber of Deputies and intended 
to pay a long private visit to India. 

“I cannot continue to fulfil my 
duties as a deputy as long as exis- 
ting conditions prevail in parlia- 
ment," he said.

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Pioneer in Arabia 


President Valery Giscard d’Estaing 1 s current visit to Saudi 
Arabia will inevitably be played up by the international media 
as a reward-collecting trip for the French release of Abu 
Dawud. This is patently absurd, but colourful, which is why 
for the next few days we are likely to be bombarded with 
stories about the trip of French President Valery Giscard the- 
man-who-released-Abu-Dawud d’Estaing 

The fact is that the Saudi visit by tne French president is 
meaningful in a much more important way, one which should 
not be buried underneath the blabber of news reports that too 
often seek drama instead of true meaning. French policy to- 
wards the Middle East - - so often called France's “pro-Arab 
policy" - - stands out as an example of the kind of relationship 
that the Arabs have been trying for years to cultivate with 
some of the larger industrial states of the West. In actual 
fact, French policies in the Middle East are not very different 
from, say, British or Italian policies (with some cosmetic 
differences, but not much more). The unique aspect of the 
French leadership over the past two decades is that it has not 
been afraid to speak out in public about the need to settle the 
Palestinian question in order to settle the Arab -Israeli con- 
flict. In the sphere of action, however, such as in Security 
Council votes, France will more often than not vote along with 
the other EEC states. Thus it is incorrect to hold France up as 
a model of brazen anti-Israeli and pro-Arab policies. If any- 
thing, France tends to be more forthright in its attitudes, 
while its fellow states in the West are more cagey. 

An analysis of commercial trade and arms sales between 
France and the Middle East will show that if France’s policies 
are supposed to pay off in huge contracts, then this supposed 
pro-Arab policy has been a failure. To suggest this, as many 
Western commentators do, is to look at French foreign policy 
through the eyes of Israel, which is exactly what most com- 
mentators do. To appreciate the full meaning of this week’s 
visit by President Giscard d’Estaing, it helps to take off the 
Israeli glasses and look upon Euro- Arab relations through the 
eyes of the Euros and the Arabs. It then becomes a whole 
different world. 

The Arabs have been trying for the past two years to 
establish a unique new multi-national relationship between 
the EEC and the Arab League states. It is supposed to be a 
relationship based on mutual advantages, and mutual con- 
cessions, and to include ties of trade, military requirements 
and political support. The French stick out as the only 
European state that has sought to move ahead in this relation- 
ship with any degree of honesty. With their long-term, even 
visionary, outlook, the French are trying to lay the ground- 
work for sound and solid relationships between the Europeans 
and the Arabs. This is not blackmail or selling oneself for 
money or oil. This is good politics and sound economics, for 
both the Arabs and the Europeans. The forum for cultivating 
this relationship is the Euro-Arab dialogue, which moves 
along slowly; but it still moves. On the bilateral level, the 
French may have sought, by their open manner, to get one 
step ahead of their colleagues in Europe and the West, but 
they have not reaped enormous material benefits from this 
quest. What they have earned, though, is a measure of appre- 
ciation in the Arab World for a large country that acts with 
moral largesse, and a Western power that seeks to work with 
the Arab and developing nations on the basis of mutual give- 
and-take. President Giscard d’Estaing will seek to develop this 
policy during his trip to Saudi Arabia this week, and he should 
be given some signs of concrete appreciation for his above- 
board dealings with the Arab states. The West and the Israelis 
will inevitably say that the French are being bought off by the 
Arabs. The fact is that the French and the Arabs may be 
embarking on a pioneering adventure in honest, open and 
truely mutually advantageous ties. Could it be that the clean- 
sing novelty of the whole thing has driven the West to snort- 
ing as it does?.

They said greek Ambassador 
Stephaonos Stathatos requested 
the reassurances at a meeting 
here this week with the British 
EEC Ambassador, Sir Donald 
Maitland. Britain is the current 
president of the Community’s Co- 
uncil of Ministers and Sir Donald 
is therefore the senior EEC en- 
voy. 

He assured Mr. Stathatos that 
if the negotiations were to move 
more slowly than either the EEC 
or Greece bad hoped, this would 
not be because of new countries 


seeking EEC entry, the sources 
said. 

The Greek government has 
mounted a powerful drive to bring 
the country into the community 
and thus cement Greece into the 
Western European democratic, 
system. 

But there had been some specu- 
lation here that if Portugal and 
Spain submitted early applica- 
tions, part of the negotiations for 
all three could be bandied to- 
gether. 

During the formal opening of 


negotiations last July, the chief 
Greek representative, Mr. Papali- 
gouras, said his country wanted 
to become an EEC state “without 
any useless delay.” 

..Portuguese Prime Minister Ma- 
rio Soares next month will begin 
visiting EEC capitals before for- 
mally requesting that his coun- 
try be allowed to join the com- 
munity.

MADRID, Jan. 22 (AFP). 
■ Prince Felipe, the nine- 
year-old eldest son of King 
Juan Carlos, was yesterday 
“amed heir apparent to the 
Spanish, throne. 

Acting on the advice of the 
cabinet, the king bestowed on 
his son the title of Prince of 
Asturias, which has tradition- 
ally designated the crown 
prince since tbe days o? Enri- 
que m, King of Castilla in 
the late !4th century. 

The announcement by the 
cabinet had political signifi- 
cance. Experts in Spanish 
dynastic law had held that 
no Prince of Asturias could 
be named unless Don Juan 
de Borbon, Count of Barce- 
lona and father to King Juan 
Carlos, renounced his 
to the throne. 

Observers speculated that 
there may have been pres- 
sure, particularly from the 
armed forces, to upset the 
rules of dynastic legitimacy. 

Don Juan, who conferred 
twice with the king in Madrid 
this week before returning to 
his residence In Portugal, was 
never friendly with Gen. Fr- 
anco, who eventually desig- 
nated Juan Carlos as his own 
successor as head of state. 

But Don Juan did not oppose 
tbe designation of Prince Fe- 
lipe as Crown Prince, An 
authoritative source close to 
the head of the royal house- 
hold said today. 

Nevertheless, Don Juan 
would have preferred having 
that decision made after he 
had renounced his claim to 
the throne, the source said- 
The decision about tbe you- 
ng prince, with or without 
agreement of his grandfather, 
came as no surprise, how- 
ever. Even before the anno- 
uncement, reports were cir- 
culating in Madrid that the 
government would ask the 
king to act “at the request or 
tbe armed forces.” 

Earlier this week Liberal 
Gen. Manuel Guttierez Md- 
lado, the Deputy Premier, 
reportedly asked the king to 
name Prince Felipe as his 
legitimate heir.

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Japan shudders over mooted 
U.S. pullout from S. Korea 


TOKYO, (CSM). — The deteri- 
orating political relations between 
the United States and South Kor- 
ea are beginning to alarm other 
countries -- notably Japan. 

The Japanese — close friends 
of the U.S. and next-door neigh- 
bours of the Koreans - - fear that 
under the Carter administration 
this deterioration could also aff- 
ect military ties. So they have 
taken this view of the situation: 

They reluctantly would agree 
to a withdrawal of American 
troops from South Korea, but 
they hope that withdrawal will be 
delayed as long as possible. 

Behind this reluctance is an un- 
spoken, but strong, feeling that 
the American military presence 
helps as much to deter South 
Korean military actions against 
the North as it does to deter any 
North Korean invasion of the So- 
uth. 

These points emerge from a 
series of recent interviews with 
Japanese defence experts and op- 
inion leaders. 

Officially, the Japanese view is 
expressed more delicately than 
bluntly. Deputy Defence Minister 
Ko Maruyama said that Japan op- 
poses an imm ediate American 
withdrawal from South Korea be- 
cause North Korea's military st- 
rength is still superior to that of 
its southern rival. 

"But we don’t oppose (Ameri- 
can) withdrawal forever," he saia 

The basic precondition, accord- 
ing to Mr. Maruyama, would be 
some agreement among the U.S., 
the Soviet Union, China, Japan 
and the two Koreas on a mecha- 
nism to replace the extorting arm- 
istice agreement between United 
Nations forces on the one hand 
and North Korean-Chinese forces 
on the other. 

In any case, however, Mr. 
Maruyama thought Japan would 
not be prepared to step up its own 
defence effort to help fill the gap 
that would be caused by an Ame- 
rican military withdrawal from 
Korea. 

"There is no direct relationship 
between Japan’s defence effort 
and American withdrawal from 
South Korea," he said. 

Until recently Japan's remark- 
able economic growth has meant 
that its defence budget also has 
grown continuously, until today it 
stands at $ 5 billion a year, about 
half the amount spent try Britain 
or France, and far more than any 
other Asian defence budget with 
the exception of that of China 


(estimated at $17 billion two 
years ago). 

But as recession eats into 
Japan's economic growth, defence 
officials face the prospect that 
they cannot now expect any sub- 
stantial increase in their budget. 

This means that the security 
treaty with the U.S. has become 
even more important than before 
in covering Japan’s own defence 
inadequacies. Even the major op- 
position party, the Socialists, who 
have consistently opposed the tre- 
aty, now speak of its "gradual’ 2 
rather than immediate dissolu- 
tion. 

It is in this context that the ill 
feeling between Washington and 
Seoul, engendered by disclosure 
of South Korean efforts to bribe 
American legislators, is viewed 
with such concern here. 

The Japanese do not fear that 
President Carter is misreading in 
any way the strictly military as- 
pects of the security situation in 
northeast Asia. They know he in- 
tends no precipitate withdrawal 
of American troops from South 
Korea. 

But they are uneasy over a 
possible spillover from the poli- 
tical field into the military. In the 
political field, Washington’s rela- 
tions with South Korea will be 
one test of the image that Mr. 
Carter would like to project — 
that the U.S. does not aid repre- 
ssive and dictatorial regimes just 
because they happen to be anti- 
communist. 

Could political relations deteri- 
orate to such a point that the 
United States will have no choice 
but to withdraw its troops? Would 
not such a withdrawal have a hi- 
ghly destabilising effect not only 
on North Korean attitudes to- 
wards the South but also towards 
South Korean actions vis-a-vis the 
North? 

The Japanese worry about these 
possibilities, but remain essential- 
ly bystanders. They are not pre- 
pared to increase their own de- 
fence effort partly for political re- 
asons, but also partly because 
they do not see how such an in- 
crease would ever fill the gap 
left by a substantial American 
military withdrawal from Korea 
— unless this increase was so 
massive that Japan would in eff- 
ect be competing militarily with 
China and the Soviet Union. 

“Doubling our defence budget,” 
said one Japanese defence expert, 
"would cause tremendous politi- 
cal uproar here and might itself 
have a destabilising effect on 
China and the Soviet Union, while 
at the same time only marginally 
improving our own capacity to 
meet external threats.”

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Sources forecast Smith’s cabinet will give qualified 
approval to new British proposals on Rhodesia’s future 


SALISBURY, Jan. 22 (R). — Pri- 
me Minister Ian Smith and mem- 
bers of his inner cabinet met here 
today to discuss new British pro- 
posals for transition to black rule 
in Rhodesia. 

Informed sources forecast they 
would give qualified approval to 
the proposals as a . basis for ne- 
gotiation when the stalled Geneva 
conference on Rhodesia’s future 


resumes. 

But Mr. Smith is still reluctant 
to abandon the Anglo-American 
proposals which he accepted last 
September, the sources added. 

Rightwingers in Mr. Smith's ru- 
ling Rhodesia Front Party were 
this weekend resisting his plans 


to come to terms with Rhodesian 
Africans by abolishing racial dis- 
crimination in the breakaway co- 
lony. 

The five-page British plan was 
presented to Mr. Smith by British 
envoy Ivor Richard at a two-hour 
meeting yesterday. 

It provides for a resident Bri- 
tish high commissioner to head 
both a multiracial council of mini- 
sters and a national security coun- 
cil which will administer defence 
and law and order during the tra- 
nsitional period, according to in- 
formed sources. 

The sources said Mr. Richard is 
not seeking Rhodesian acceptance 
or rejection of the British propo- 


sals. only agreement that they 
form a basis of negotiation when 
the Geneva conference on Rhod- 
esia resumes. 

The sources added that they 
believed the cabinet may give 
qualified approval to this, mainly 
because the Rhodesian government 
does not want to face blame for 
a breakdown in the negotiations. 

While Mr. Smith was conferring 
with his cabinet ministers, Mr. 
Richard was meeting Rhodesians 
on visits to farms, a nickel mine 
and other centres. 

Informed sources here said that 
if, as they expect, Mr. Smith on 
Monday gives qualified approval 
to Mr. Richard’s plan as a negoti- 
ating basis, Mr. Smith will never- 


theless repeat that his government 
still regards the Anglo-American 
proposals he accepted in Septem- 
ber as the only really valid format. 

In a separate development, Af- 
rican National Council (ANC) Vi- 
ce President Josiah Chinamano 
announced here today that Mr. 
Jason Moyo, a close aide of Rhod- 
esian African Nationalist leader 
Joshua Nkomo, was killed today 
in Lusaka when a booby-trap pa- 
rcel exploded. 

The bomb exploded in the off- 
ices of the ANC in the Zambian 
capital this morning, killing 53- 
year-old Mr. Moyo and seriously 
injuring several other leaders of 
the movement, said Mr. China- 
mano.

MANILA, Jan. 22 (AFP). — The Philippine government and the rebel 
^*Moro National Liberation Front (MNLF) have agreed on an exchan- 
ge of prisoners as a further step towards a peaceful settlement of the 
southern Philippine Moslem rebellion. The government-owned Philip- 
pine News Agency (PNA) said the agreement covering the prisoners 
exchange was signed Thursday in the southern seaport city of Zam- 
boanga between southern military commander Rear Admiral Romulo 
Espaldon and MNLF representative Tham Manjoorsa.

Economic Viewpoint By Dr. Haitham 




Islamic bank vs. commercial bank 


Last week, a new economic and financial 
institution was introduced to the Jordanian 
public by Moslem economists. This institu- 
tion is termed an “unusury”, or an Islamic, 
bank. 

The most distinguished feature of this 
economic body is the elimination of deal- 
ings with interest in 'the practice of lending 
and depositing. The practice of paying or 
receiving interest, or usury, is prohibited 
and absolutely forbidden in the Islamic re- 
ligion. Hence, the Islamic bank is being 
proposed to carry out a function according 
to the principles of Islam, and to fulfil what 
is conceived to be the true role of a finan- 
cial bank in the development of Jordan. 

Here the bank is expected to collect 
savings and deposits from individuals who 
are unable to invest them directly, as well 
as to enable those individuals, who have 
good and feasible investment projects but 
lack the financial capacity, to transfer these 
ideas into efficient economic projects. The- 
refore, the bank will function as a pooling 
house for investable funds, and to enlarge 
the base of the ownership of wealth. 

The men behind this new concept are 
making a sharp contrast between the role 
of an Islamic bank and that of the current- 
ly-operating commercial banks. While com- 
mercial banks’ biggest emphasis is on 


short-term loans, they are in fact, avoiding 
long-range industrial projects, and so they 
fail to participate in productive projects as 
most of their activities is to finance internal 
and external trade. 

I think the Islamic bank can play a 
positive .role in the operation of the Jordan- 
ian economy and can attract deposits and 
savings of many citizens who refuse to deal 
with commercial banks because of usury. 
However, commercial banks are restricted 
in the management of their portfolios by 
three classical objectives. These objectives 
are liquidity, profitability and safety. The 
task of the bank is to achieve a proper 
balance between these objectives. 

The liquidity objective, as followed by 
the whole banking system, seems to be the 
most inhibiting element of a bank to engage 
in investment projects. The moment the 
bank is unable to convert demand deposits 
into cash it must face the decision to close 
its doors. 

Hence, I believe if the Islamic bank is 
to engage in long-term projects it will face 
the liquidity problem and I think there must 
be a new condition that will relieve the 
bank from this restriction in order to 
maintain its development projects without 
any fear that it cannot honour the conver- 
sion of demand deposit into cash.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AFP). — 
The Senate Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee has urged that the United 
States consult with France and 
other “friendly countries" with a 
view to preventing a repetition of 
incidents like the Abu Dawud af- 
fair. 

The call came in a resolution 
passed last night by the commit- 
tee ; it said : “It is the sense of 
the Senate that the release of Abu 
Dawud, a known terrorist accused 
of planning the murder of Olym- 
pic athletes in Munich in 1972, is 
harmful to the community of na- 
tions’ efforts to stamp out inter- 
national terrorism. 

“It is further the sense of the 
Senate that the United States 
should consult properly with 
France and other friendly nations 
to seek a way to prevent' a re- 
currence of situations in which a 
terrorist leader is released from 
detention without facing pending 
criminal charges in a court of 
law.” 

Observers saw the resolution as 
a moderate one considering the 
sharpness of the Senate debates 


over the Abu Dawud affair. 

The resolution is expected to 
come before the Senate next week. 

It replaced an earlier, more 
strongly worded measure that 
drew an angry protest from the 
French ambassador in Washing- 
ton. 


Congressional sources said Re- 
publican Senator Charles Percy of 
Illinois telephoned the ambassa- 
dor, M. Jacques Kosciuskomonizet, 
to tell him of yesterday's action.
